To one side w'as a 
large 
un­ 
b roken clam 
shell, 
the 
polished 
m other of pearl flashing as it also 
weav ed in the current. The larger 
rocks held their position though 
the 
sands 
eddied 
im patiently 
around them^ I could hear the soft 
rippling clearly now\ b ut as an 
undertone w as the constant swish 
of ice and slush drifting continual­ 
ly from the solid m ass 
ab ov e to 
tha t b elow trying it seemed to 
close completely w hat open w'ater 
remained. 
How aliv e the riv er w as In this 
last open space b eneath the b ridge. 
Elsew'here it w'as dead, b ut here 
it wras as aliv e as an open wound, 
aliv e and full of sound and mov e­ 
m ent and I thought as I stood 
there and w'atched it. tha t som e­ 
day. I would fulfill m y dream and 
b uild me a house w'here I could 
b e alw ays near it, close enough so 
tha t I could m ake tha t perennial 
aliv encss a part of myself, so that 
when my mind was w'eary with 
thinking and m y b ody of work, 
I could come down to the rapids 
and w atch it and ab sorb some of 
its v irility and joy. 
As I walked 
aw ay 
from 
the 
riv er and the swishing of the ice 
b lended at last w ith the sound of 
the drifting snow' b eside the road. 
I w as glad I came, for it did me 
good to know' tha t it w as free b e­ 
neath the b ridge. 
Somehow', 
it 
m ade me feel tha t the year was 
getting off to a good sta rt, that 
there was much to look forward 
to, tha t simple things tha t had 


giv en happiness in the past were 
unchangeab le in their capacity to 
do the sam e in the future. I went 
b ack to the farm 
house, b ack to 
the snow laden pines and the wind­ 
sw ept fields I had left.
